Mr. Sinclair's political arsenal must be poorly furnished 
indeed if he has to borrow his heavy artillery from Hearst's 
storehouse of mud-slinging pea-shooters! 

Yes, the Communist Party expels members——those who 
betray the class struggle in any way, Mr. Sinclair! Perhaps Mr. 
Sinclair is somewhat sensitive about “expulsions.” He himself was 
read out of the Socialist Party when in a burst of political rev- 
elation last year he announced his discovery. that he was a good 
Democrat, since his father had been a Democrat before him, 
and his father’s father before that! 


AMBITIONS 


Sinclair contrasts his own belief in capitalist “democracy : 
with the Communist principle of the establishment of a revolu- 
tionary working class dictatorship to safeguard the interests of the 
toilers against counter-revolutionary aggression by the capitalist 
class, and stressing the gulf that separates the two, says. that 
“consequently there can be no cooperation between Epics and 
Communists,""-—no united front. 


But the workers in the Epic movement are fast learning that 
capitalist democracy means force and violence by the capitalist 
class lo maintain its starvation rule (Mr. Sinclair would do well 
to read his own reporter's story on the Imperial Valley). {hat 
they must organize to siruggle for their cveryday demands, and 
thet such struggle is REVOLUTIONARY in ils essence, sizice 
all the forces of capitalist “*democrucy” are used to brea’ work- 
ing class struggles! 

The leadership in that struggle is NOT being given py Mr. 
Sinclair, but by the Communist Party! 

Despite Mr. Hearst's slimy slanders, despite Mr. Sinclair's 
unprincipled attacks and blind disregard of elementary facts— 
which give objective aid to the growth of Fascist forces—Com- 
munist leadership and its application of the united front policy 
shall defeat American fascism and usher in the true democracy 
of the workers’ and farmers’ government in the United States! 


We call upon all sincere, class conscious followers of the 
Epic movement to ignore Mr. Sinclair's open and unashamed 
repudiation of the class struggle! 


We are certain they will not let the political confusion of 
Mr. Sinclair keep them from joining in ever larger numbers, with 
Communist and other workers in a common struggle against our 
common enemy—the capitalist cluss.
